SUFFERED AT CARTER'S HANDS

"Cost Gaynor $500, But It Cost
Mc Considerably More,"

Says Xwiggs.
(By Associated Press.)

SAVANNAH, GA., February 22..A. J.
Twlggs was the principal witness l. the'
Greene and Gaynor trial to-day. His
most Interesting testimony was that ad¬
duced on cross-examination by counsel
for the defense, when ho udmltto.! that
he had forcgonu his purpose of submit¬ting a bid in 1S91 for work on the Sa¬
vannah River, near Augusta, Ga.

It wuB brought out that' tho witness
himself had an understanding with John
F. Gaynor, by whom ho had been paid
1500. and with whom he had made a
contract to supply stone for the work to
be done, should Greiuie und Gaynor secure
the award. This understanding was that
Twlggs would not bid. and that Greono
and Gaynor would, therefor«-, submit a
higher bl»l than they would had they
been forood to meet lila competition.
Mr. Osborne also questioned tho wit¬

ness closely with tin* purpose to show
that the alleged oppression to which hu
wuB subjected by Carter in the fulfilling
of the Augusta, contract secured by
Twlggs In 18*13 was not oppression, but
merely tho officer's Insistence upon tho
contractor, conforming to tho specifica¬
tions. The witness admitted that ho
bad thought to di.the work rather in the
way that In; had seen other work done
than to comply with the contract require-
menta.
Several Other witnesses were examined

during the day, principally for the Iden¬
tification of various docum«.-nts that were
admitted us evidence.

Cost Twiggs More.
Letters were Introduced in the Greene

nnd Gaynor trial to-day to show that
Carter was more liberal In the extension
of Greene and Gaynor contracts than ho
was regarding that of A. J. Twlggs, of
Augusta, who was improving the Savan¬
nah River.
The government completed Its direct

examination of Twlggs, and Mr. Osborne
cross-examined him for the defense, bring¬
ing out furtln-r statements relative to the
ISOn paid Twlggs by John 1*. Gaynor In
lfiSl. Twlggs then agreeing not to bid un
a contract for which hq had prepared
bid.
Replying to questions of Judge Spier.

the witness said the oppression "he hail,
as an outsider, suffered at Carter's hand«
caused a loss of ÍS.U00 to $10,000."
Tho witness admitted that he bad

reached an understanding with John F.
Gaynor that In consideration of the Jj«o
paid him by Gaynor und the contract
they had entered Into for Gaynor to take
stone from the witness, he would not sub¬
mit a bid In opposition to Greene ami
Gaynor's on the 1881 work.
"This understanding cost Gaynor tfM.

It cost mo considerably more," the wit¬
ness said.
The witness further admitted he had

"füllen out" with Greene and Gaynor
later, when they failed to take the Stone
from him. as agreed, ami that ho had
refused »1.000, to be paid him by Edward
F. Gaynor, if he would: not bid on tho
1893 contract, on which he did bid and
which he secured.
